Announcement of early inaug- 
uration of a trans-Pacific trans- 
port service was made Sunday 
by Pan American Airways, Inc., 
ih correspondence with post- 
master general James Farley who 
said his department was “deep- 
ly interested” in the project. 

Pan American has ordered six 
flying boats capable of carrying 32 
passengers.

The American Federation of Labor 
pledged itself to use its whole power and in- 
fluence to establish the five-day thirty-hour 
week as the working week of wage-earners in

the United States, with no reduction pay 
because of the shorter work-week. 
The object is not to enforce a theory, but 


to meet a condition; the condition being that 
10,000,000 men and women in that country are 
without work, and therefore without wages 
Parallel conditions exist in Canada. Because 
the Dominion is less industrialized the propor- 


tion of actually unemployed is less, but even 
here the proportion is comparable. 
Like causes produce like results. The con- 


dition that impels organized labor to say each 
wage-worker shall do less wogk, in order that 
those with no work may do their share and get 


their share of the proceeds, must operate to a 
like end in Canada. Organized labor in Canada 
will almost certainly adopt a definite and ag- 
gressive policy for the re-apportionment of 
employment. 

What else offers, if buying power is to be 
distributed ureugh wage envelopes, as it now 
is? Buying power must be put into the hands 
of those who now have none if we are to see 
prosperity. If the buying power can only be 
obtained by work, then work much be provided. 
The re-apportionment of work is one way to 
that end. 

In Canada the objective may be a shorter 
working week, or a shorter working life-time. 
The latter would be the more easy of attain- 
ment, and in some important respects prefer- 
able. 

The parliament of Canada could at the com- 
ing session effectively accomplish the purpose 
in view by reducing the old age pension age 
from seventy years to sixty, and raising the 
amount @f the pension to a decent working 
wage. 

That would automatically retire as many 
aged wage-workers as there are unemployed 
men under sixty years of age. The younger 
men would get the jobs, and the wages; the 
older ones would get pensions. All would have 
buying power. 

That is the short-cut to the re-distribution 
of employment and the wider distribution of 
buying power.

The Passing Show

Every schoolboy will tell you that the man 
who discovered America Christopher 
Columbus—though Chris, it is admitted, never 
set foot on the continental mainland. But don't 
be emphatic about giving the Genoese navi- 
gator the credit in the presence of any loyal 
and well-informed Norwe- 
gian. To most of us the ques- 
tion is an academic one, like 
the question as to whether 
the unlearned Stratford but- 
cher boy who ran away to 
London after a shotgun mar- 
riage with a woman much 
older than himself to join a 
company of players, wrote 
the Shakespeare poems and 
plays, or whether they were 
written as a sideline by the 
courtier and Lord Chancellor Francis Bacon, and 
fathered by the manager of the stable-like 
Globe theatre so that my lord Chancellor should 
escape the odium that then attached to folk who 
made money out of the theatre. To a well- 
informed Nofwegian it is a point of loyalty and 
exactitude that Leif Erickson was the first 
European to set foot on the continent of North 
America. 

William Bolitho, in his “Twelve Against the 
Gods,” delved deeply into the lore of Columbus’ 
day. He submits evidence that the Genoese 
adventurer while in England learned about Leif 
Erickson’s exploit, and set himself to turn his 
knowledge into profit by a contract with Fer- 
dinand and Isabella, ensuring he and his heirs 
in perpetuity ten per cent of all the profits from 
the lands he ee discove! er.

Canadians have an interest in the tale told 
by the old Norse writings. While Columbus 
admittedly got no nearer than the island of San 
Domingo, Leif Erickson landed on the mainland 
of the continent at places which closely re- 
semble Nova Scotia, Labrador, Newfoundland 
and Cape Cod. That was in about the year 
1000 A.D. But several years before that, an 
earlier Norse navigator, Bjarne Herjulfson, had 
sighted the new continent in the year 986 A.D., 
When he refused the pleas of his men that they 
go ashore, he robbed himself of the honor of 
being the first European to set foot on the soil 
of the new world. 

Bjarne’s father, Herjulf, accompanied Er ick 
the Red, when Erick (who was father of Leif 
Erickson) decided to leave Lain rd to seek a 
new home in Greenland. Both of them, sons 
of farmer fathers, took to the sea in their'own 
ships. Bjarne, in following his father to Ice- 
land, was beset by fogs and foul winds when 
three days out from Iceland. When the fog 
lifted he sailed before a fair w “se for a whole 
day. To the west he sighted lan It did not 
look like Greenland. Instead of esentien he 
and his men saw flat land, densely wooded. For 
a whole day they skirted it. Refusing the re- 
quest of his men to land, Bjarne stood off shore 
and sailed to the east for four gays to reach 
Greenland. It was some portion of the Labrador 
or Newfoundland coast they had sighted. Thus 
to Bjarne Herjulfson goes the distinction of 
being the first of the Norse to sight America. 
Had he heeded the plea of his men to go ashore, 
he would have been the first to set foot on the 
soil of the new world. 

Years later, Leif the Happy, 


son of Leif the 


Red, reputed to be the sigh seafarer of his 
time, set sail from Greenland f Norway with- 
out calling at Iceland. He too was beset sith 
contrary winds. For days his vessel drifted 
westwardly helplessly before them. When he 
sighted land to the west, he anchared and with 
35 men explored the lands that Bjarne Herjulf- 


son had sig ented years before 

Helluland he called the place at which he 
first Isnded, “yiee the flat stones he saw. Hellu- 
land is identified by Professor Gathorne-Hardy 
as being the land the French later called La 
bras d'or, and we Labrador. Is it an index of 
national character that the Norseman called it 
“The land of flat stones’ and the Frenchman 
“The Arm of Gold.” 

Turning south, Leif came to wooded lands, 
which he called Markland—believed to be Nova 
Scotia. Further south they voyaged, till they 
came to an island at the mouth of a river. Wild 
grain grew on the land. Salmon were plentiful. 
There was no frost in winter. Night and day 
were of more equal length than in Greenland or 
Iceland. Wild grapes were found. Small 
wonder that they decided to stay the winter 
there. The place they called Vinland whose 
fame is preserved in that portion of the Massa- 
chusetts coast known as Martha’s Vineyard. To 
a cape that carries the description of Cape Cod, 
they gave the name Kjolnes. Corroboration of 
the truth of the tales told in the Sagas, comes 
from the agreement of existing places with 
those described in the ancient tales.

The Ericksons must have been an adventur- 
ous family. Old Erick the Red had to flee Nor- 
way to Iceland. Then, after clearing the farm 
Ericksdal, he decided to go on to Greenland be- 
cause he didn't get along with his Icelandic 
neighbors. 

Leif's younger brother Thorvald thought the 
exploration carried on by Leif should have gone 
much further. So he set out with @ party of 
adventurers, found Leif's deserted settlement, 
wintered there, and continued exploration, It 
was he who first found evidence of native life 
in the shape of a deserted Indian wigwam. In 
a fight with Indian warriors at one of the many 
places they visited in their boats, Thorvald was 
mortally wounded by an arrow. 

The following summer another brother, 
Thornstein, set out for Vinland to bring back 
Thorvald's body, but he was driven out to sea 
and failed to reach land. 

Nothing daunted, Leif’s sister Freydia gath- 
ered a crew and embarked for Vinland, carry- 
ing out explorations begun by her brothers 
Leif and Thorvald. Small wonder if news of the 
Ericksons’ voyages to a new continent in the 
west reached the ears of Columbus when he was 
supercargo on ships visiting England, inspirismg 
the Genoese with the idea of an exploration to 
the south, fitted out and dividends guaranteed 
by the Spanish monarchs. 

We inheritors of their labors must feel a 
grateful admiration to these sturdy Norse who 
in their tiny ships ventured forth across the 
north Atlantic to discover the new continent. 
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Good Test For Gall 
Bladders

In the last few years the X-ray examination 
of the gall bladder has become a valuable 
method for diagnosing gall bladder disorders. 

In giving the dye test for gall bladder func- 

tioning, the patient is given a light meal con- 


taining butterfat, followed two hours later by 
the ingestion of a dye of so- 
dium tetraiodophenolphtha- 
lein, which is absorbed by the 
gall bladder. Seventeen hours 
later, with no food having 
been taken in the meantime, 
the patient comes to the la- 
boratory for the X-ray ex- 
amination and the dye will 
have been absorbed by the 
gall bladder. The walls of the 
gall bladder are now outlined 
and the size, position and 
evenness of the contour of this organ are care- 
fully noted. The examining doctor also looks 
for the presence of increased opaque substances 
and if these are found they indicate that gall 
stones have formed. 

The patient is then given another butterfat 
meal, which normally empties the gall bladder. 
Two hours later the gall bladder is again ex- 
amined and at this time it should have been 
emptied and is greatly reduced in size. If it 
has not emptied this indicates an inflammatory 
condition in the ducts leading from it causing 
improper bile drainage. 

If the gall bladder empties within the speci- 
fied time, this means it is functioning normally. 
At the conclusion of this type of examination, 
the doctor is able to tell you whether gall stones 
have formed or should be suspected of causing 
trouble. If the dye has remained too long, he 
knows that there is present an inflammation of 
the bile ducts and he tells you the trouble is 
due to gall bladder obstruction. I receive many 
reports where the patient says his doctor told 
him he had a poorly functioning gall bladder 
and this diagnosis means that the gall bladder 
failed to empty well. 

Every doctor should use this test for de- 
termining the necessity for a gall bladder opera- 
tion. But even when the test shows poor func- 
tional ability, it is always wise to put the pa- 
tient on a rigid diet, to see if the gall bladder 
action may be improved. 

After a period of fasting and dieting, another 
test can be taken, which will usually show a 
decided improvement. If, after a most rigid 
dietetic regimen, no improvement at all is noted 
and the gall bladder still refuses to empty out 
the dye, it is then time enough to consider an 
operation for draining or removing the gall 
bladder. 
ie you are contemplating such an operation, 
be sure to use this examination first, then see 
what you can do to avoid an operation through 
careful dieting. 

This test is of great value in making a dif- 
ferential diagnosis, so that your doctor can tell 
whether your symptoms are due to a sick gall 
bladder or to stomach trouble. The symptoms 
of gall bladder disorders are very much the 
same as those due to stomach trouble, and very 
often the patient does not suspect that there is 
anything wrong with the gall bladder until the 
dye test has proved that this organ is at fault. 

If you have been told that you have gall 
bladder trouble, I suggest that you write to me 
and ask for the article on Sick Gall Bladder 
and an article giving a diet. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Mrs. Z. wants to know: “My 
gall-bladder functions badly; will you please 
give me some directions to follow in regard to 
a diet which would cleanse the blood stream, 
I think that a pure blood stream would help to 
correct this sluggish condition.” 

ANSWER--It is rather difficult for me to 
prescribe a dietetic regimen suited to the re- 
quirements of your own particular case, since 
I have been unable to examine you. However, 
some general instructions for you to follow are: 
avoid fats, fried foods, rich desserts and use 
about one quarter of a pound of lean meat each 
day, together with plenty of both cooked and 
raw non-starchy vegetables. For breakfast, use 
1 coddled egg, three or four pieces of Melba 
Toast and about five stewed prunes, There are 
other helpful measures for you to use, but 
shortage of space prohibits me from outlining 
them in detail.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1792 the first 
session of the first legislature of 
Upper Canada was closed by Gov- 
ernor Simcoe after sitting from 
September 17. Its work had been 
well done. It is important, since 
that upon the legislation then en- 
acted stands the very framework 
of our liberities as citizens of 
Ontario ‘and, by transmission 
later, of the western provinces). 
Janet Carnechan, the historian of 
Niagara, summed up the work of 
that first secsion in brief sparce: 

“The first act passed on the 
statute book by the new parlia- 
ment was one that established 
English law as the rule to govern 
all decisions relating to property 
and civil rights.
